Unfortunately | have little cemetery or vital record information on Georgia so 
I'll need some help on that score. Lest anyone think my emphasis last year 
was accidental, it wasn't! My reasons were three: 1) to give everyone an idea 
of how broadly Harbins have settled (there are even some in Hawaii), 2).it is 
easier to develop family groups when there are only a few in an area, and 3) 
to give me TIME to obtain more information on the southeastern states! 


There are a couple cosmetic changes - although | liked my title page, it was 
really a waste of almost two pages so I've decided not to use it. The last 
page was also a waste of valuable space, hence the change there. Pages will 
also be numbered consecutively all year in the future and a Table of Contents 
will appear in the first issue of the following year. These are some of the 
ideas | have picked up from participating in a panel discussion on newsletters 
and seeing some other people's newsletters. 


Thank you for your comments and suggestions. {i will keep them in mind. 
Someone commented on group sheets - | will probably not use "group sheets" in 
the traditional handwritten sense for two reasons: 1) | find them confusing 
and limiting since they only show one generation, and 2) since | am entering 
the information into my computer program anyway, | prefer to show it in my 
format. | can then combine it with what 1 know and choose how much data and 
how many generations to show at a time. Some of the computer group sheets | 
am getting are beautiful and | may use them in the future. 


I'm sorry this is a few days later than usual. I've just spent a wonderful 
and much needed 5-day vacation in Salt Lake City. The Mormon library there is 
so well organized and has so much that it is really simple to do research in, 
and | knew from my friends what “homework" to do beforehand to get the most 
out of my time there. Of course, | am a firm believer in “all work and no 
play ..." and its reverse, so ! did my share of playing too. Now it is just 
a matter of time until ! go back again! 


Please note: Most historical data and all maps in my articles are taken fron 
The Handy Book for Genealogists by the Everton Publishers - | wouldn't be 
without it and should have given credit before. 


The postcards copied for this issue are ones | picked up several years ago in 
Hays, KS - figured | would use them some day! They are from the files of the 
Kansas State Historical Society and describe the scenes as 1) a dugout school 
house in Thomas County, 2) a woman collecting buffalo (or cow) chips for use 
as fuel, and 3) an inmigrant family's sodhouse in Finney County in the 1890's. 
Since there were Harbin families in KS by 1860, and one from Indiana only one 
county over from Finney in the 1890's, perhaps that is how they lived. 


For now, let us get on with our ancestor searching. 
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INTRODUCING MISSISSIPPI & ARKANSAS 


A land boom occurred in the Mississippi Territory once the Louisiana Purchase 
was completed in 1803 and Georgia relinquished her claim to the western lands. 
Thousands of settlers from the eastern and northern states filed claims for 
lJand in what became Mississippi in 1817 and the Arkansas Territory in 1819 
(which included Oklahoma). Young Nathaniel Harbin was a court clerk in 
Madison County, Mississippi, in 1822 and must have had an interesting life “to 
write home about". He was reportedly Nathaniel Priestly, son of Thomas and 
Mary Witherspoon who later moved to Monroe County, Mississippi. Another 
tremendous migration came in 1837 when the last of the Indian lands in 
Mississippi were opened for settlement. 


Julius and Caroline Harbin (ages 51 and 
47) from SC were farming in Carrol] 
County, MS, in 1850. All their children 
had been born in AL: Wm. 20, Eliza 19, 
Dennis 16, Sarah 14, Susan 12, Victory 10, 
Jane 9, Prudence 4. One might guess that 
Julius’ father was a William or Dennis and 
indeed both William and Dennis in SC in 
1800 had sons under 10. John (age 40) 
from TN and Nancy (36) from AL were 
farming in 1850 and 1860 in Chickasaw 
County, MS. Their first five children 
were born in AL but they moved on to MS 
between 1845 and 1846. Children: Henson 
(b 1834), Zelph (b 1838), John (b 1840), 
Edward (b 1843), Rebecca (b 1845), Thomas 
(b 1846), Samantha (b 1849), Mary (b 
1852), ? Ruby (b 1856), Harriet (b 1858) 
and ? Jefferson (b 1843). A John W (age 
25) from AL, was living with his new wife 
Cornelia J. Erwin (18) from LA in Yazoo 
County, MS, in 1850 & 1860 and had two 
daughters Sarah.& Margaret born there in 
- 1854 and 1856. 


There was also a financial panic in 1837 
which caused many settlers to leave the 
older southern and eastern states and head 
westward to Arkansas which had been 
created the year before. The first decade 
that any Harbins appear to have gotten as 
far west as AR was 1850 when 49 year old 
Gilson/Jilson was farming in Franklin, 
Union County, on the southern border with 
Louisiana. Although he was born in SC and 
was in Monroe County, AL, in 1834, nothing s 
further is actually known about his life. 
By 1860 several more Harbins from GA, SC & ' 
TN, were in Hot Springs, Lawrence, Monroe 
and Montgomery counties - all widely 
scattered throughout the state.

After high school graduation, he 
moved to Los Angeles and, with the 
help of a letter of introduction to 
RKO, was hired as temporary help 
in the studio mailroom in 1931. 

After several promotions, he be- 
came assistant to the v.p. in charge 
of talent negotiations in 1937, and 
thereby became acquainted with 
many of the top stars who worked at 
the studio. é, 

He spent four years with the Ar- 
my Air Force in the South Pacific 
during World War II, and from 
1947 until] RKO’s shutting down in

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1958, Harbin was head of the con- 
tract department. 

When the studio’s last produc- 
tion, ‘‘The Girl Most Likely,’’ was 
wrapping up, Harbin was the man 
selected to make the rounds to each 
department and seal their records. 
He stayed on for 20 years to or- 
ganize these legal and departmental 
records into an extraordinary ac- 
count of the studio’s activities. 

With the invaluable assistance of 
Harbin’s archive and extraordinary 
personal recall, Dr. Richard B.

he first family reunion of the Wal- 
i lace and Maxine Tanner clan of 
Arizona was a disaster. 

“IT would have liked to throw up my 

hands and call it quits," recalls Mrs. Tan- 

er. “The upstairs addition to the home 
wasn’t complete; there was only one bath- 
room; family members bickered and 
argued. 

“Now we really look forward to having 
them. We can relax and enjoy each other 
more. We learned a lot that first year. 
Most important: to try it again.” 

The thousands of families across the 
U.S. who hold reunions annually could 
well take a lesson from the Tanners, 
whose key to success is planning: “Every 
aspect of the reunion has to be planned.” 

Each year over the 24th of July week- 
end, the growing family gathers in the 
small east-central Arizona town of St. 
Johns. While most families get together 
for a day or an evening, the Tanner re- 
union lasts three to four days. 

Wallace Tanner, a Phoenix attorney, 
and Maxine, past-president of the Phoe- 
nix Symphony Guild, have six children: 
James, 35; Susan, 33; Jessie, 31; David, 
27; Sydney, 23, and Morgan, 19. The clan 
has also grown to include 5 spouses and 
14 grandchildren. 

“We chose St. Johns because of our 
pioneer heritage,” Mrs. Tanner explains. 
“Our families helped to settle the town 
and Wallace’s father built a home there. 
We lived in the family home for several 
years and spent our entire summer va- 
cations there. Having our reunions in the 
family home helps remind us of our pi- 
oneer heritage. After we are gone, we 
hope our children will take their children 
there and carry on the family tradition.” 

“Getting a date and making it regular 
is a major concern,” says son James Tan-

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ner, also an attorney and father of six 
children. “The family has to be committed 
to be there. They need to plan to go and 
make the necessary sacrifices, like 
finances.” 

A regular date makes it easier to plan 
for out-of-towners, vacations and fi- 
nances. Cost-equalization is important to 
the Tanners. While most family members 
need drive only the 200 miles from the 
Phoenix area to St. Johns, two of the fam- 
ilies must come from other states. “Each 
family’s financial situation is different, and 
a family member shouldn’t be too proud 
to say, ‘Hey, look, we just can’t afford to 
come,’” says daughter Jessie Tanner 
Smith, mother of a small son, Tanner. 

To help pay travel expenses and the 
extra costs incurred by some family mem- 
bers who don’t have vacation-time from 
work, the Tanners have set up a family 
corporation whose assets come through 
the purchase of real estate or donations 
from the various families. 

James Tanner points out that “a family 
is not a democratic organization. Some- 
one must be in charge, for things to get 
done.” That someone is his mother, who, 
as “reunion director,” makes sure the 
house is ready, beds made, rooms cleaned 
and food and toilet items purchased. She 
also contacts committees and helps in as- 
signment follow-through. 

Each month Maxine Tanner sends a 
family memo giving upcoming events and 
news. A month before the reunion, she 
designs the invitation—one year it looked 
like a covered wagon. The invitation gives 
the dates, activities and agenda for the 
corporate meeting and any other neces- 
sary information. 

“We use the same program from year 
to year,” James Tanner notes. “That way 
we don’t have to begin all over again.” 

Mrs. Tanner has decorated the St. 


. Johns home with utilitarian furniture. “I 


purchased bunk beds, cribs, oversized 
tables. All our couches make into double 
beds.” a 

“We are running out of private bed- 
rooms,” adds Wallace Tanner, who a few

years ago had two upstairs rooms and two 
bathrooms built onto the house. “The 
master plan calls for two bedrooms, a bath 
and a large dormitory room to be built 
over the garage.” 

“Each family needs its own special 
place,” observes Jessie. “Even though 
we are all family, we have our own little 
families. You need a room to send the 
kids to work out problems.” 

How to squeeze a family of seven into 
a 10-by-12-foot bedroom? Mrs. Tanner 
explains: “Our oldest daughter, Susan, 
has five children—two in cribs. We put 
one boy on the top bunk, one on the lower 
bunk and one under the bed in a sleeping 
bag. We had wall-to-wall beds. I didn’t 
think it was going to work, but the boys 
thought it was great!” 

Food preparation is another key plan- 

ning area. “Foods should be easy and 
preparation simple,” says Ann Tanner, 
James’ wife. “Sometimes we just go at it 
and don’t stop to think. You need to count 
noses. Who wants to spend hours fixing 
stuffed turkey and cleaning up?” 
" She believes that “you should pick 
foods everyone likes. Don’t be fancy. 
Adults, as well as children enjoy simple, 
easy foods like lasagna, tacos, pot roast, 
cakes, ice cream and cookies.” 

Granny, as Maxine Tanner is referred 
to by her grandchildren, enjoys making 
a batch of cookies or brownies with the 
grandchildren. They look forward to fun 
times with Granny in the kitchen. 

“If K.P. duty isn’t scheduled, the same 
people end up doing it every time,” says 
Jessie, whose husband, Roger, a Scotts- 
dale contractor, volunteered regularly for 
the job. “Preparation, cleanup and house- 
hold duties should be posted on a sched- 
ule,” was his suggestion. 

“Breakfast preparation and cleanup is 
a real problem,” says David Tanner, lan- 
guage student and father of a daughter. 
“It’s like come-when-you-want,. with peo- 
ple eating from 6 a.m. until noon. We need 
to set a time and if you miss breakfast, 
you miss it. We don't have that problem 
with our other meals.” 


Because of rising food prices, it was 
decided that “each family will help by con- 
tributing something, like the potato chips, 
Jell-O, vegetables,~bread, meat, paper 
products, or whatever. In the past, Mom 
and Dad have purchased all the food,” 
says David. 

“The little children are always hungry 
and thirsty, whether they’ve just eaten 
or not,” Jessie adds. “After spending 10 
minutes handing out drinks and 20 min- 
utes washing cups, we learned. We put 
a jug of water on a stool, placed a stack 
of 5-ounce paper cups and a garbage can 
nearby. It was a great plan! Another idea 
I like is a snack of carrot sticks or celery 
sticks. The children can help themselves. 
Granny has a jar of little candy bars and 
suckers. Every so often she’ll get down 
her jars and pass out the treats.” 

Activities are an essential part of the 
weekend program. Races, games, free- 
play or seminars all need prior planning, 
according to David, who’s kept busy as 
activities chairman. “My wife, Cindi, made 
numbered vests for the annual children’s 
races. But we didn’t make one for every 
child—we were two short, and it caused 
a few problems. 

“T like to send out a questionnaire ask- 
ing the family’s interests. Races are pop- 
ular. Benjamin, 8, beat 11-year-old Eliza, 
with Jeremy running a close third. They 
were thrilled! We are careful to give a 
prize to each child—the same prize.” 

The questionnaire can produce exciting 
new ideas, like one Sydney Tanner Harris 
had for miniseminars and workshops taught 
by individual family members. One day 
would be set aside for 20-minute work- 


- shops, with James teaching weaving, 


Cindi painting, Ann food-preservation and 
Morgan computers, or survival skills, tan- 
ning hides or sports. 

“We like to have a short ‘remember 
when’ slide presentation featuring the 
parents as children.

buildings in St. Johns with Wallace Tan- 
ner, who told family stories and history. 
“We were even able to go into the house 
where he was born and see the skylighted 
room where his Grandma Overson had 
her portrait studio. She was one of the 
West's early photographers,” Cindi notes. 
“The children will remember it for years, 
and it was a real treat for me!” 

Other quiet-time activities included 
pasting seeds from a giant sunflower, 
along with leaves and sticks, on construc- 
tion paper. “I enjoyed sitting down with 
the children, working with them on their 
projects, and becoming better acquainted 
with their individuality,” adds Cindi. 

One year the family planned an all-adult 
trip to Canyon de Chelly. Although many 
in the group got badly sun- and wind- 
burned, and some of the “survivors” 
joked about the bumps and jars of the Jeep 
over the sand-rutted canyons, everyone 
enjoyed the outing. A later vote, how- 
ever, decided against such family trips. 

Now the family also participates in the 
town’s 24th of July Parade. “The theme 
is pioneer heritage, and every other year 
we all have costumes and ride in antique 
vehicles,” says Brent Holmes, Susan's 
husband and father of five. “One horse- 
less carriage we borrowed wouldn't steer 
correctly. We had to take the pickup and 
drive in front so that we wouldn’t run over 
any townspeople. The kids still talk about 
the ride.” 

“In connection with our reunion, we 
have our family corporation’s board meet- 
ing,” explains Maxine Tanner. “The cor- 
poration owns properties and real-estate 
interests, so we need to have an all-adult 
planning meeting. We leave the house and 
children with sitters, after we have planned 
special activities like puppet shows, col- 
oring projects and little surprises so they 
won't feel left out.” 

One early-morning breakfast meeting 
on the corporation’s Nutrioso property, 
just one hour’s drive from St. Johns, is 
now the “ideal” when compared with the 
“country-club meeting.” At Nutrioso, 
breakfast was cooked and served during 
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a cool mist. The soft chirp of a bird and 
the wind were the only disturbances dur- 
ing the committee reports. The country- 
club meeting turned into a comedy of 
errors. 

“First we got lost, were late, lost our 
table and missed Jessie, Roger, David and 
Cindi, who were driving in from Phoenix,” 
relates Brent. “When we finally did sit 
down to eat, the live organ music was so 
loud we couldn’t hear each other talk. We 
ended up returning home and beginning 
the meeting at 11 p.m. By 1:30 a.m., 
family politeness was strained and several 
members were almost asleep.” 

Occasionally, even with the most care- 
ful planning, a family member can’t at- 
tend. Some of the spouses participate 
actively in their own family gatherings and 
find it hard to join in their mate’s reunion. 

There are other reasons: sibling rival- 
ries, hurt feelings and family pressure— 
to go or not to go. “If you don’t go, the 
family asks, ‘Don’t you love us anymore?’ 
and if you think of going without the 
spouse, it can cause marital problems,” 
observes Sydney. So when the reunion 
is attended, “you have to make it what 
you want it to be. You have to put in 
something or you won't get anything out. 
Everyone has to make it work.” 

Memories of family reunions are dif- 
ferent for each person, of course. Chil- 
dren remember the walks, playing with 
cousins, horses and games. One mother 
remembers. the frantic long-distance call 
to the doctor: “Andrew has pinkeye and 
we don't want it to spread!” Lively dis- 
cussions ensue about the veiled meanings 
of the latest scienee-fiction movie. And 
there are the quiet moments: rocking on 
the porch swing and talking, sister to sis- 
ter, brother to brother, once the house 
is quiet. 

_ “I remember one time when we were 
all sitting around in the evening,” says 
Sydney. “It was quiet, and we were dcing 
needlepoint and talking mellow. It had a 
calming effect: You know where everyone 
in the family #, and you're at peace know- 
ing everyone is all right.” 0

W.P. and Victorine's living children are Tillman and wife 
May (Smith) Harbin of Eastland, TX and Tinnie Butler of Minden, NE, widow of 
Rev. Robert Butler. Also living is Nora Jones Harbin of Eastland, widow of 
Judge Bryant Harbin. Deceased children are Minnie (Purl) Thompson, Roy 
(Thelma) Harbin, Judge (Nora) Harbin, Jerrell (Jewell) Harbin and Linnie 
(Pete) Cook.

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THE HARBINS---BARRY COUNTY (MISSOURI) PIONEERS

John G. Harbin and his uncle, Alfred S. Harbin, came to Missouri from Tennessee about 
1840 and settled in southwest Barry County. They were slave owners and active in politics. An 
old county history says John Harbin was assessor in 1849, and also mentions "the Honorable 
Alfred S. Harbin who represented the county in the legislature several terms." A check on the 
records in Jefferson City showed that he was Barry County's representative in 1846, 1848, 1852, 
and 1856. , 

He rode horseback from Washburn to attend the sessions. An exception, however, was 
noted by his daughter, Virginia Tennessee, when her father had a lame back. "Pa can't ride to do 
any good--he went to Jefferson City in the stage," he wrote in a letter dated March 6, 
1849, 

Today the A. S. Harbin home is known as the Burl Gowen farm on the old Wire Road near 
Rock Springs. It was a meeting place of Confederate Army officers in the first year of the Civil 
War. General Sterling Price was a frequent visitor. Alfred Harbin served in the Legislature while 
Price was governor of Missouri and they had become friends. 

John G. Harbin settled on land one mile south of Washburn, which is now the home of Mrs. 
Gertie Davis Henry, a Harbin granddaughter. Mrs. Henry, whose mother was Tennie Harbin, has 
owned and lived on her grandfather's old homestead nearly all of her life. 

The early county history says that "The land office in Springfield opened this area (Barry 
County) in 1846 and notified the settlers to come forward and prove their pre-exemptions". . . and 
that "many came forward and registered as far as their money would go." 

It must have been at this time or soon after, that such families as the Frosts, Peeveys, 
Adcocks, Harbins, Mitchells and Keets, to mention a few in the Washburn area, came into full 
possession of the land they had homesteaded. These were Southern people, mostly from 
Tennessee, who brought their slaves with them. 

In a letter dated 1852 John Harbin wrote that he had "bought a farm on Shoal Creek about 
8 miles north of Cassville. "He never lived on this place but held it throughout his lifetime. After 
his death it was sold to James Bayless, who made it his home for many years. 

The Harbin home south of Washburn became a relay station on the Butterfield Overland 
Mail route in 1858. John Harbin operated the station until 1861 when the service was 
discontinued because of the war. The mail road remained the regularly traveled road until 
Highway 37 was established west of the property. 

This home, a two-story double log house, was burned during the war and the house which 
Harbin rebuilt was also destroyed by fire in 1894. Nothing remains of the place but an old brick 
walk covered with soil and grass, leading out to the Wire Road. 

John Harbin's younger daughter, Jennie Belle Harbin, married William Burl Hammers in 
1887 and their early married years were spent on the Harbin farm. Later they moved to Seligman 
where their large family, four sons and four daughters, grew up. The Hammers family have 
numerous Harbin letters, some of them written in the 1840s. 

But the references used here are not from letters or stories handed down. The data was 
gleaned from old histories, the records in Washington and Jefferson City, and other printed 
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matter. Conkling's history of the Butterfield Overland Mail, referring to research done in Barry 
County, says: "Harbin was an old name in the region and was found on numerous papers and 
documents." 

The Civil War diary of Major John Henry Brown, a Confederate officer from Austin, Texas, 
who fought at Pea Ridge, refers frequently to the A. S. Harbin home as a stopping place 
of Confederate generals and other officers. Much of Major Brown's diary was published in 1956 
in the Washington County (Ark.) Historical Society magazine, edited by W. J. Lemke, a retired 
history professor at the University of Arkansas. Lemke secured photostatic copies of the original 
diary, which is in the University of Texas Library. 

An entry on October 28, 1861, says: "With Gen. McCulloch and Maj. Frank Robinson 
went to Greer's camp on Sugar Creek--thence up the creek to Telegraph Road and up that to 
Major A. S. Harbin's where we dined." He mentions a visit at Cassville, and many stops at 
Keetsville (Washburn) and at Harbin's. On Oct. 30: "Headquarters moved 10 miles from 12 
Corners to Camp Harbin, at a schoolhouse and spring two and one half miles below 
Keetsville." 

On November 1, Brown records: "With Sam Fullbright went to visit the Missouri army at 
Cassville. Visited the Legislature in recess." He met several political figures, among them 


Senator David R. Atchinson. . ."Passed the night with Burbridge's regiment and returned to 
Headquarters at Harbin's schoolhouse." 
Professor Lemke says that the occasional references to Keetsville. . . "Nov. 3 To 


Keetsville for dinner," and "Nov. 4, Gen. McCulloch has gone to Keetsville to meet Gen. Price in 
conference"---undoubtedly refers to the Harbin home. 

Brown writes on Nov. 6: ". . . dined at Harbins. . . the usual rumors prevail and 
information deemed pretty reliable that Fremont has 30,000. . . Road crowded with refugee 
families from Missouri." 

The writer of this sketch, a John Harbin grandson visited the University of Texas Library in 
March, 1961, and was permitted to examine the Brown diary. Written partly in pencil, it is fresh 
and well preserved after 100 years. 

Both of the Harbin homes would have been congenial spots for Confederates. John Harbin 
was with General Sterling Price's Missouri Guards. A check on the archives in Washington 
reveals that he was captain of Co. E, 6th. Reg., Mo. Cavalry. The history, "War of the 
Rebellion," states that Captain Harbin took two companies of soldiers from Cassville to 
Springfield on August 8 and 9, 1861." That was two days before the battle of Wilson's Creek. 
Harbin was 46 years old when the war 

Alfred Harbin was too old for military service, though he as known as "Major" Harbin, a 
title acquired in the state militia before the war. When the tide turned against the Confederates in 
Missouri in 1862, he took his family and possessions, including 13 slaves, to Webberville, Texas, 
later settling at Georgetown near Austin. He never returned to Missouri to live, and the old 
county history says he died in Texas in 1867. His older daughter, Virginia Tennessee, married 
Thomas E. Mason 

The Harbin homes were burned by the Union forces, as was nearly every other Confederate 
place in the Cassville-Washburn area. John Harbin also moved his family to Texas in 1862, and 
his two daughters were born there. After the war he returned to Barry County and, like so many 
others, regained what the war destroyed. 

He died in 1881 in the house he rebuilt on the site of his pioneer home. He is buried by his

first wife and five of his children in the old King Cemetery between Washburn and Seligman. His 
second wife, Mrs. Martha Harbin, died in 1913. She lived for many years on a farm adjacent to 
the old Vanzandt school on Highway 37 south of Cassville. 

By his first marriage John Harbin had six children, four sons and two daughters, all destined 
to die young. The last survivor, Mrs. Jennie Helle Hammers, died at Seligman in 1908 at the age 
of 42. The Harbin name, long since faded into the past belongs to the pioneer and Civil War eras 
of Barry County history.

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GLEANINGS FROM HERE & THERE 


ALABAMA - Henson Day, Nathaniel, James and Jesse Harbin signed a petition to the President 
and Congress asking to retain the land on which they had settled ... near Sim's Settlement, Elk 
River, Limestone County. The settlers were forced by U.S. Army Troops to evacuate the 
Chickasaw land. (from The Territorial Papers of the United States, compiled & edited by 
Clarence Edwin Carter, Vol. 6, P 110-113) 


GEORGIA - Terry Lawson was intrigued by the presence of the Harbins in areas of Georgia 
where gold was found beginning in 1829. The following information is a combination of what I 
researched for a college class several years ago and what Terry sent me over the years. He also 
loaned me a nicely done video about the mining efforts in the area. 


Gold was discovered in Cherokee, Lumpkin and White counties in 1829 and by 1838 the 
government had established a branch mint at Dahlonega. My land records show a Nathaniel 
(from Hall county) and Abraham being the first Harbins to settle in any of these counties (in 
Cherokee in 1833). The Western Herald paper was published from 4/1/1833 to 1/31/1834 in 
Auraia, GA. Auraria was considered a gold rush village and occupied a 40-acre land lot and 
reached a population of about 150 people. There were nine lawyers advertising in the paper 
hoping to “service” the lucky among the estimated 10,000 prospectors in the surrounding hills. 
N.B. Harben is found in several of the 1833 issues of the paper as an advertiser on behalf of the 
Post Office, and Wiley Harben advertised as Post Master at Gainesville. The ads were simply lists 
of names of people who had letters remaining in the office at Harben's Store, Lumpkin County. 
The Civil War saw the closing of the above mint, and interest in mining was sporadic in the years 
afterwards. Total production through 1959 was 870,665 ozs. which rated it 14" in the country. 


For anyone interested, the states which produced more gold than Georgia were (in order) 
California (which attracted Harbins), Colorado (which also did), South Dakota, Alaska (which did 
--much later) & Nevada (which did--much later), Utah, Montana, Arizona, Idaho, Oregon, 
Washington, New Mexico and North Carolina. Washington is bucking the national trend these 
days and is producing more than in the past. (My interest in the subject was triggered when my 
sister and I found equipment from an old mine when we were hiking in the mountains in our part 
of Oregon. A friend of mine has filed claims for many of the “lost” mines in Washington.) 


RAILROADS - This is something else from a paper which I did in college, but I think might be of 
interest. In 1861 to travel the roughly 650 miles between Philadelphia and Charleston, a 
passenger would have had to change trains eight times - not in the sense that we change trains and 
planes, but because the gauges of the tracks changed. At the outbreak of the Civil War there were 
23 different gauges in use. They didn't even see reason to make the two sections of the 
transcontin-ental railroad in 1863 of the same gauge. The earliest railroads were not built to 
develop a system of transport but merely to get from point A to point B. Later they discovered 
that while a third rail could always be inserted if the original tracks were too far apart, if they 
were too close and the tracks were going through a tunnel or over a bridge, it was not so easy to 
widen the track. Another thing to consider when thinking about the development of this country 
as it is now, is that until 1883 there was no system of standard time! Anybody want to trade 
places with our ancestors and the way they lived? 
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ASIAN FLU - The Washington Post of January 6, 1998 had an article about the various types of 
Asian flu, in which they reported that B type came from Harbin, CHINA. We really don't need 
‘ that kind of import, do we? . 


IRISH CONNECTION - I don't want to show any partiality in these reports - I have run across 
references to the early SC Harbins possibly being of Irish descent. Mary Hummer has sent in the 
following information which she found in a book of “Surnames of Ireland” by MacLysoght. It 
stated that Harbin was used as a synonym of Herbert in County Clare with a Gaelic variation of 
Hoirbin. The name came to Ireland soon after the Anglo-Norman invasion with the leading 
families also identified with County Kerry. 


EARLY CENSUSES - I found an interesting idea in a history of the 1790 census. It attributes 
some of the problems with census taking in colonial times to religious objections from the people.. 
The Old Testament described in two different places how King David, by ordering a count of the 
people of Israel, incurred the wrath of the Lord, who sent pestilence upon Israel. Accordingly new 
Americans were fearful of violating the biblical injunction against enumerating the population. 

The Assistant Marshals who took the census were paid at the rate of $1 for every 150 people 
counted in cities of 5,000 or more, and $1 for every 50 people in the remote frontier regions. 


PUBLISHED REFERENCES TO HARBINS - These may help new researchers. The Roster of 
South Carolina Patriots in the American Revolution by Bobby Gilmer Moss, published by the 
Genealogical Publishing Co. Inc., says about William Harbin that, “He served in the militia during 
1782 and escorted James Moore to the Camden Jail. (A.A.3305A; 0346; Y1224)”. (Sorry, I don't 
know their codes.) 


Volume III of the DAR Patriot Index lists Cassandra Harbin as the wife of Michael Thorne, Jr. (II 
209) and Margaret Harbin as the wife of William Suttles (I 660). 


The DAR Patriot Index, Centennial Edition, Part II lists the following under Harbin: 
Joshua: b --- MD da6/16/1792 VA m Elizabeth --- Pvt PS MD 

William: b c 1739 MD d a 5/1/1820 GA m Sarah --- Sol GA 

William: b 1751 SC  =da 4/5/1814 SC m Sarah -- Sol SC 


As to who these people were, 

Joshua has to be Joshua b 1726 who enlisted in the Revolution in 1776 and moved to the 
Vincennes District of IN in 1785, which at that time would have been considered part of the 
Northwest Territory. Descendents: Joshua Jr., Elizabeth, John H., Elizabeth Massey, Cassandra, 
Lucy & Sarah. 


William #1 would have been the son of Joshua's brother William. He married Sarah Stubblefield in 
1776 & served as private in the NC militia from Guilford County. He died in Elbert County, GA. 
Children: Anna, Thomas, John, Rebecca, Margaret, Sarah, Joanna. Elizabeth, William, Nancy & 
Susanna. 


William #2 would have been a son of Joshua's brother John. He married Sarah Mabry and moved 
to the Camden District, SC prior to 1782. He is the William referred to in the earlier reference. 
Children: Elizabeth, Mary, Lucy Anne, Sarah & Newton. 
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Muster Rolls and Other Records of Service of Maryland Troops in the American Revolution 
1775-1783, published by the Maryland Historical Society lists Joshua Harbin as being enrolled by 
. Ist Lieut. Clement Hollyday & passed by Maj John Fulford. (This has to be the above Joshua.) 


Revolutionary Records of Maryland by Brumbaugh & Hodges lists Edward Villers Harbin as 
being present at a Prince George County Court session 11/23/1779 and a Grand Juror at the

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CORRECTIONS 


The following paragraphs will make several corrections to the generally known information on 
CHRISTOPHER HARBIN of Newton Surmaville. You might want to make note of it on Frank 
Harbin's chart and anything else you pass on to others - there is already much too much 
information being passed around that has been proven to be incorrect . This is from Mrs. Rawlins 
at Newton Surmaville, and is in response to a question from me. Frank Harbin's chart gives 
Christopher's dates as 1624-1698. A lady I sometimes have do research for me in Salt Lake City 
sent me copies of the church register from All Hallows the Less in London showing that a 
Christopher, son of Andrew Harben (a dyer) & Alice Lawrance, was baptized 30 Jan 1624. He 
was buried 13 Feb 1624. My question to Mrs. Rawlins was whether there were indeed two 
Christophers born the same year, one in London & one in Yeovil, or whether the dates we keep 
seeing are incorrect. Her reply follows: 


“Christopher Harben, son of Robert and Gertrude was baptized at Gillingham, Dorset, 

October 4, 1621. His parents were living at Wyke. On July 12, 1640 he was entered at 

Lincoln College, Oxford as son of Robert Harben of Yeovil. He did not take a degree and 

may have joined the Royalist Army whose headquarters were at Oxford. In 1660 his elder 

brother John was paying for his board & lodging with William Harben, probably their 

uncle or his son at Marston Magna. He was buried at West Carnel, Somerset, 14 July 

1686 (@ 66 yrs.). Alice Harben who may have been his widow was buried there soon 

after. William Harben who was then at Newton records in his diary that “my uncle 

Christopher's widow and her eldest son William came to see me”. He implies that they 
wanted financial help which he felt unable to give. There is no further record of the family | 
in the Yeovil neighborhood, which is why their emigration to Maryland is likely, and the | 
further detail in the tradition that the two brothers William and Christopher fell out and 

that Christopher returned to England may account for the non use of the name 

Christopher.” 


. In another letter she said that on one occasion he was involved in a lawsuit where he was charged 
_ with assisting a friend in forging a will, but that she never found what was the outcome of it. She 

commented that she personally thought he was somewhat of a “black sheep” and died badly off , 

so it seemed quite likely that his sons would have decided to emigrate. 


The above reference to William being the “eldest son” of Christopher is contrary to the usually 
heard statement that William was the only son of Christopher. A Frances & Richard were baptized. 
on 27 May 1672 & 21 May 1677, respectively, at All Saints, Dorchester, Dorset. Parents were 
given as Christopher & Alice. William's birth was recorded in 1675 at Yeovil to Christopher & 
Ann. One has to wonder why Christopher had no children until he was in his 50's. Was this really 
his first marriage? Since the Christopher above had no brother William, the reference above to 
“the two brothers William and Christopher” having a falling out must mean that there was a 
Christopher Jr., who was the one who came to America with William (1675-1733). Frank 
Harbin's chart does not reflect the existence of the second generation Christopher and his siblings. 
Are you following me? Does anyone have any comments? 


HARBIN-DUNBAR MARRIAGE - Also incorrect on Frank Harbin's chart is a reference to 
Samuel B. Harbin moving to Camden District, SC, and marrying Mary J. Dunbar. A Samuel & 
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Mary J. Dunbar were married 1 May 1850 in St. Mary's County, MD. The record can be found 
there. Dunbar, Hutchison (who also married a Harbin in St. Mary's County) and 
Harbin/Harvin/Harden are names which appear in court records in St. Mary's County during the 
early 1800's. 


Again in reference to the English Harbins, Mrs. Rawlins said that the American-held idea that 
William & Christopher came from a wealthy family is somewhat of an exaggeration. She said that 
although the family did probably keep a coach & horses, that there were all kinds of coaches just 
as there are all kinds of cars. (But how many of us live in homes like Newton Surmaville?) 


COATS OF ARMS - Still regarding the English Harbins, I decided I better read up a little bit 
more about heraldry & knights and such since I have never been interested in it, but keep seeing 
questions about the matter. So here is a very brief superficial summary of what I found, which 
satisfied my desires and may help any of you who were never interested in it either. Please, I am 
not, nor do I pretend to be, knowledgeable about English history. My source for this has been 
only two books, The Story of Heraldry by L.G. Pine, and The Romance of Heraldry by C. Wilfrid 
Scott-Giles. My focus in reading was mainly to find out about the time when Robert I (1526- 
1621) was granted a Coat of Arms in 1618, and when his son John (1560's-1638) was fined for 
refusing knighthood in 1631. Both these events took place during the period the Stuarts ruled 
England, although Robert was born during the reign of the Tudor kings. 


So here goes! To begin with - it began as practical system to identify who was who when the men 
were covered from head to toe with armor in tournaments & battles. Thus, they carried shields 

_ with markings by which their family could be identified. Heraldry technically refers to the 
functions and duties of the heralds who were sent to the battle to see how it was going. Over the 
years, their duties came to include the regulation of the bearing of arms, but they were not 
necessarily concerned with the origin of the arms. That was armory. There were four ways in 
which someone might have gained arms: 1) they could have inherited them from an ancestor, 2) 
they could have gotten them for their own merits, 3) they could have gotten them from the favor 
of a prince or other lord, or 4) they could have taken them by their own authority. The latter did 
not, of course, bear as much dignity or authority as the first three methods, but they were legal as 
long as they had not been borne by anyone else before. Another publication (contributed by Ila 
Manwell) from the College of Arms in London states “In heraldic law, one is entitled to Arms by 
inheritance if one can prove a direct male line descent from an ancestor who is himself on official 
record as being entitled to Arms. There is no such thing as a “Coat of Arms for a surname”. 
Many families of the same name may bear different Arms, while others of that name may have no 
right to any Arms. An officer of Arms can only certify a person as armigerous if that person's right 
is on record in the Office Registers of the College.” 


James I, the first of the Stuart kings, came along in 1603 and granted Robert I, who built Newton 
Surmaville, a coat of arms in 1618. References have also been found for a crest for one Henry 
Edward Harbin, and I have heard there is a third Harbin crest, too. 


Thirteen years later Robert I's son John was fined by King Charles I for refusing knighthood. Mrs. 
Rawlins suspects that he refused because he felt as High Sheriff he should have been given it, 


rather than be expected to pay for it. Both James I & Charles I began the practice of selling 
hereditary knighthoods as a way of increasing their revenues.

HARBIN COMMUNITY PROUD OF HERITAGE 
(by Wilma Hall, E-T Staff Writer) 


“Nestled between Dublin and Stephenville (Erath County, TX) are the remains of the 
Harbin community, a once thriving town." 


The community was named for the Harbin family who settled in the area around 1870. 


During 1870 settlers began coming into the area from Tennessee, Alaska(!), Missouri, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Arkansas. Although it is not known which families came first, the 
Jackon family homesteaded 640 acres during that time and many others followed. Walter 
Jennings, Zeke McCloskey, Clark “Red” McCloskey, Dave “Black” McCloskey, Nathaniel 
Robbins, the Draper family, J.D. Frazier, the Rainey family, Warren Spratt, U.J. Morton, Evin 
Jones, Rev. Clingin, Rev. Courtney, Dawkins, Coor, Abernathy, Harvey, Alexander,Carpenter, 
Dr. Friend, Dr. Adderhold and R.-Goodner settled in Harbin. 


Sometime during the early 1880's, John Bishop gave land for the first school which was 
known as the Bishop School. At one time 100 children were enrolled in the school. 


By 1880 families began buying small lots on the west side of Greens Creek and a small 
village started. In 1889, when the railroad came through the S.A. Harbin farm, Harbin gave land 
for the right of way. A depot was set up and it was officially named Harbin. 


Soon the Rainey family built a large two-story building and put in a general store. The 
store provided dry goods, groceries, farm equipment, furniture and, eventually the post office. 
Upstairs was the Woodsmen of the World Lodge. 


Rev. Robert Bowman and son, Levi, owned and operated a blacksmith shop; the Cutler 
family operated a drug store; the Holt brothers owned the gin, and the Raineys operated the 
telephone exchange and hotel. 


In 1897 a Methodist church was organized. At the first meeting, Noah A. Riherd, W. R. 
Jennings and H.H. Spratt were elected trustees. On December 17, 1897 the trustees bought a half 
acre of land from Lee A. Sanders for $20 and during the following summer, the first church was 
built. 


At the turn of the century Harbin grew and prospered. In 1907 Harbin was a thriving 
country town. Although the population never exceeded 200, it provided the livelihood for 15 or 
20 families. 


During the early days in Harbin, four trains traveled through the community each day. The 
main entertainment was going to the depot to watch the passengers come and go. “We had a nice 
Union Store, which was owned by several holders, including Lora Cline's father”, according to 
Grace Alexander, a Dublin resident who grew up in Harbin. 


“We also had a barber shop and by then my father, B.F. Bobbins, had bought the gin and 
we ginned more cotton than anyone could imagine”, she continued.

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“Harbin also had-two doctors, Dr. Adderhold and Dr. Goodner, who delivered half of the 
Erath county children” she recalled. 


“We were very proud of the school, and several prominent people have called Harbin 
home.” 


(The article goes on to mention an attorney named Will Garrett, a professional player 
named Jess Garrett, a professor Elijay Jennings at a Texas university who all came from Harbin. 
Also a Newell Alexander who was a ball player. She goes on to say that in the summer they 
would go to two-week long revival meetings with families camping under the ?stars on the 
campgrounds with church services being conducted 3 or 4 times daily. Unfortunately, the article 
was partially cut off so all of the latter is pretty much pieced together from incomplete lines! It 
was sent to me by someone on the internet f rom Massachusetts who is connected with the Alfred 
S. Harbin family from Barry County, MO, and then TX. The article was from an August 7, 1984 
paper in ? Stephenville, TX and included a picture of the Methodist church.)

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REGARDING HUSBAND OF FRANCES HARBIN (REAVIS) 
DAUGHTER OF EDWARD WALTER & ESTHER (ETCHERSON) 


John Reavis (husband of Frances) and his brother Alexander “Sandy” and their families 
went by covered wagon from NC to Grayson County, VA in February 1852 and settled near what 
is now Galax. They probably moved from Yadkin County where Caswell (their son) was born. 
They made the move because they had lost several children to malaria. They were gunsmiths and 
built and operated a woolen mill at Reavistown, Grayson County, VA. During the Civil War the 
Reavis brothers made guns for the Confederate armies at Wythville, VA. Because they were 
away from their mill so long, when they returned they lost the mill to a William Gordon because 
of poor management by the man they had left in charge. 


John Reavis shot and killed Joe Hampton in Old Town, VA, in 1869. John was 
postmaster. It was election day and Joe was drunk. He started shooting through windows of the 
post office. After several hours John borrowed a gun, stepped out and shot and killed Joe. Joe had 
taken a team and wagon from home that morning, telling his wife he was going to bring someone 
home in it. It turned out that they brought Joe home in the wagon. 


“Circumstances of John Reavis death are very sad. He and his son, Hardin, left home in 
the morning with a colored man and went to New River near his home and was on the water 
shooting ducks. Mr. Reavis had killed one duck and crippled another. He laid down his gun and 
was in his canoe floating the river near Mr. J. Austin's. He had picked up the duck he had killed 
when he suddenly fell from the canoe into the water. The cause of his death is unknown; he was 
alone but had just left his son and the colored man, who had gone up the river after the crippled 
duck, and was seemingly in good health. It is supposed he had paralysis or heart disease.” (I do 
not know my source for the preceding. The first two paragraphs were a family story, the last 
quoted material was a reprint in the Ga/ax Gazette 1/23/1960 of an earlier article in the Grayson 
Journal, 2/1888.)
